If. 29, 11,12. ſothen theeye of faith is the Ocgan, and our duty is the object, 
and the written law of God is the Medium by which we ſee our duty ; bur 
when the laiv is taken from us,5r if we caſt away the commanding power of ir, 
which is.2ll one we can ſee our duty no more then 2 man can ſec in a dungeon; 
then well may the Antinorians be lo blind conceraing their duty, when as 
they caſt away that light that ſhould ſhe it unto them, thy law is a lanterne 
to my feet, and a light unto my pathes, Plal.119.105- 

But then-faich harh another property, when ir ſees the greatneſle of che work 
robe done, an] the weaknefle of the doer of ic, thac it teeth helpe in another 
which is Chritt, and preſently fercheth ir ro helpe him, th honour have all the 
Saints, Plal-149.9- 

He faith, we ac2d not to tell a healthfull man that it is his dutyto feed himſelf, 
even ſo 1s it nredſullto tell a beleever that it 1s his duty to heare Sermons, read 
the Scripture, aud frequent the Lords Table, th:ſe are his proper and his natr:rall 
ford, by which his fauh is ſtrengthened and mcreajed ; yet (ſth he ) in what a 
f4 and fearfall manner are theſ* preſſed upon mens conſcrences, upon pame of 
having no part in Chriſt, and of everlait;ag damnation in hell for ever, 

I anſver ; firſt, if one ſhou!dtell a healthfull man that ir is his duty to feed 
himſelte, I hope it would nor make him leave feeding and goc about to ſtarve 
himſelte, becauſe he istold that he maſt doe ir as a dury ; and (o for fpirituall 
duties to be told of them is rather an enzouragement to goe on (till, becaule it 
is their duty ; and what if he know it before? he need not be offended 
at the love of his friend; for telling him that which he knew. before ; bur I 
{mell wherein lteth the venome ot this man. he-hath free grace beſtowed on 
him which hath freed him-from all duttes of obedience to- the Ford, ſo thar 
what he doth onely out of free love; for he thinkes tobe ryed by way of du- 
ty will not ſtand with his free grace; bur I fay againe, we trult in noduty as 
cauſes oc our ſalyxtion, hut we obey and doe thele duries as the way to ſalvati- 
an ; neiter did they eyer heare thoſe worthy Divines, whom they villefic 
with the termes.of legall Teachers, preſle any cuties to merit {a{vation for the 
doing of them ; bur lerthe ſonnes of Bel:al know, that if they flight their du- 
ties to the lary of God, they may purchaſe damnation by ic ; neither can there 
be any ſalvation for that man cill he humble himſelte, and freely yeeld tothe 
co:mmanding power -of the law of. God, and count it his .daty to give all the 
power of body anJ ſoule in obedience to ir; bur this yoke is too heavy for the 
fonnes of Bel:zl, they will be tyed to. nothing. but upon free love and cyrrifie, 
thax they may leave it when they lift ; they m__ gotten free grace. 
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"He ſaith, they put us upon theſe auties to try and toprove our ſelves by the per - 


formance of them, as by markgs and ſignet of grace within, 

Lanſwer ; ifChrift be in the loute, there muſt needs be fienes of his preſence; 
ive need not goe by heare-ſay or from a bare Teſtimony or ſuggeſtion ; they 
cold Zacob that Foſeph was alive, bur thar did not fatisfie him till he ſaw the 
Wagons, Ger. 45. 27. 28. {o now if theeyes of the ſoule be opened to ſee oar 
duty wiitten inthe lay, it is Chrift that hath done 1t, As 16, 14. whoſe heart 
t/e Lord openzd: Doe yeaske whence he is > and yer he hath opered m me eyes, 
Joan g. 30. ARs 26. 17, 18. Secondly, the worke muſt atiſe from a true juſti- 
tying faich, that knits them to Chrilt. and makes their perſon accepted, Rom.5. 
I. Gen, 4. 4. this fatth mult take hold of that promife that is made to them 
chat doe this duty, Exod, 20. 6. Thirdly, in our duties we muſt aime at Gods 
glory, 1 Cer. 10. 31. thus by any duty we may try our felyes whether we doe 
it by vertne of Gods command withont us, and whether it be ated by an in- 
ward principle of faith within us, and whether it tend to Gods glory as the ut- 
molt end of it; he that hath theſe markes and fignes the Spirit of God is in him, 
this faith worketh by love and obedience, Rom, 1.5.1 Johns. 3, neither can 
he fay, whar a feartull thing ic15to prefle theſe things as duties upon our con- 
{ciences. that belongs to the ſons of Bela, that eannct abide the yoke of Gods 

fav, that requires thoſe duties of them. : _ 

- He faith, che true beleever ſwhmits himſelte to every Ordrcazce of man; mark 

a little the reaſoning of this miſgnided man ; he thar faid before, that heleevers: 
mult not ſabmit to che lawes of God, now he faith they muſt ,{vh:nitco the 
layesof man; an he that denicd obedience to Gods lawes, was atiy roarke or 
ſigne of a beleever; yer he ſaith, he thar ſubmits to mans Ordirance is atrae be» 
leever : bur yet here ts more venome benind th this argument, for what is this 
Ordinance of man > He faith i :s rhe 94 ſervation of the Sabbith fo exceedingly 
preached and preſt as a duty, to be exally per formed in the exerciſe onely of the 
worſhip ana ſervice of God; thus caſting aiperiion upon the Lords day, and up- 
on his worſhip and ſervice, calling it mans ordinance, becanle he would over- 
throw the Sabbarh of the Lord, and then he goes abour to ſet up his owne in- 
vention: in the next words ſaying, a!l dayes are to him, this Sabbath, for he 
leveth wa that reſt that was tiprfied out of the o!d Sabbath ; he ſaith, he will take 
care to kgepe faith in heart, and” breath, and fath will maks every day a Sab. 
bath, naw he bath Chriſt, for the ſhadow 1s gone, the body 1s Chrift, Bis free grace 
bath freed him from keepmg a ſabbath, for ut is but the Ordinance of man : here 
he contradi&s hisowne Character of a true beleever, which was to ſubmit to 
mans Ordinance ; but here isa trne CharaRer of one, ſwarving from the true 
rale, which is the layy. of God, and now he walks in crooked pathes of his owne 
invention 
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In the en:rance &f in; anſwer to the fir errour in this booke, I left the de- 
cree of {04 wl faith arg calling, becaule I would batre then from flying thi- 
ther ; but k may beuhey will want courage. toface the Canon of Gods Word, 
end roo for thelrer to rhe decrees God ; 2nd fay God hath decreed to juttifie 
them betore faith or calling ; bur theſe figoe leaves will not cover their nzked» 
nefie, for fd Grand geeree to julie them, and then decree to owe them faith 


and to ca:l chem ? Ehis is Gur anther eirour ; for doubtlefie God decreed: to 
eiye his peopie faith,, an.i io call them ar rhe ſame time when he decreed 
to juſtitie them, and al! with one fimple aft frem all eternity ; but whar 
meanes thoſe other wor-'s > tiey are jaltified as ſoone as they have any being ; 
will they 4ay the chiid mult firſt be borne before God decree to fave it > and if 
they ſay by this word being, they meane in the decree of God, then I demand, 
what they meane by thoſe words, as ſoone as they had any, &g. will they ſay, 
there was cxme beyond the decree of GoJ, thus they are in a circle. not know- 


ng where to ger out. This ſhou!d have beene inſeftedar the end of the an- 
iwer tothe firſt Errour, Page 6..
